HOW JOE CHAPPLE DID It

In a double sense Marie de Rohan is 


entitled to be regarded as "one of \ the 
greatest of Fench; women. •""Her name 
belongs equaSly to 'the political history 
as to that of the society and manners of 
the first hair of the Seventeenth cen- 
tury. 
Born in December, 1600, the 


daughter of Hercule de JRohnn. she lost 
her mother at am early age, and when 
she was 17. she was married to that 
audacious favorite of Louise 3CTTJ, De 
LUynjes." He 'survJveVl'lmr&'Bhort time; 
whe^ Marie entered the house "of Lor- 
raine tjy espousing .Claude, Duke da 
Chevrease, an«| the conduct of her hus- 
band may go far to explain and extenu- 
ate the errors of the ybung wife. 


At fhii time tie French- court wa 


very brill jant, and gallon.^ y was the 
order of the day. Marie de Rohan was 
naturally-Vivacious and during and 
easily yielded, herself- up -to :'the sediinr 
tions tit youth and pleasure, and was 
finally drawn Into politics through "her 
lovers. 


Madame do Chevraute possessed al- 


most all th* qualities ielttlug a gieat 
politician. One alone was wanting, a,nd< 
precisely that without which all others 
tended to her ruin. She failed to select 
for pursuit a legitimate object, or 
rather she d.5d not choose one for her- 
self, but left It to another to choose for 
her. She was womanly in the highest 
possible degree; that capacity was alike 
her strength and her weakness. , One 
of her greatest blunders was her con- 
spiracy against Richelieu. The latter 
did all in his power to win her over, 
and not being, able to .succeed, he 
treated her as an enemy worthy of him. 
The struggle lasted for many years, 
during .which, . .Madame de Chevreuso 
had a series of remarkable adventures 
for a woman. She wa« compelled to 
flee France and escaped to Spain. The 
war between France nrxJ Spam neces- 
sarily rendered her position in the lat- 
ter country delicate and embarrassing, 
and she sought refuge In England. 


When civil war brought out in Kng- 


she remained until tho death of 
Iteu and shortly* after wards of the king:, 
when the way was again open to her to 
theJPrench capital. 


de Checreuse quitted Brus.- 


sfels^ triumphantly with a cortege of 20 
carriages filled w4th lords and ladles of 
the highest rank in that court, to /re- 
turn once more to France and to the 
side of her royal frlfcnd and mistress 
Anne of Austria. After 10 yeaj-fa'^ab- 
sence from the scene of her former 
triumphs did the brilliant duchess then 
once more find herself safe and free in 
France.'

de Chevreuse was nearly «0 years old. 
Age and, sorrow, tt is true, had di?nmca 
the luster -of "bar beauty r but.ahe was

wontderfal woman more than anyone 
else in the French nation, centered the 
remarkable 'intrigues of this period, ana 
finally-, when political peace had been 
virtually restored, her last political 
move was. to.matry her ^jaiidson, the 
Du« de Chevreuse, JO the dimghter of 
the greatest financial 'administrator 
France had ever had. .s 


Thenceforward sho^-ealiy obtained all 


she could desire fot^hewelf aJr.d for her 
family, aird thus: havins. reached thu 
summit of renown and consideration, 
llfc« her two illustrious ei«ter politi- 
:ians, Madame de Liongueville and) the- 
Princess Palatine, she finished, in pro- 
'.ounfL peace, one of the most agitated 
careers of the stormiest of epochs—the 
Seventeenth•century. 


Renouncing all worldly grandeur, 


Madame de Chevrcuse quitted her 
splendid mansion in the Faubourg St. 
Jennain and retire^ into the country to 
:hc modest dwelling at Ga^ey, near 
Ihellca. There she awaited her last 
iour, far from the world's observation", 
and ere long expired in tranquillity at 
the age of "9, the same year as Cardi- 
nal de Retz and Madame de 
land she repaired to Brussels.

We have paid dear for our slums and 


have given hostages to fortune,* leav- 
ing a heavy debt for posterity. No 
one has attempted *o> estimate the cost 
to the nation of our bad housing con- 
ditions, because it is Impossible. "Who 
can say how many of the industrially 
nefficient are so because of lowered 
physical vitality caused by disadvan- 
tageous living conditions? Despite our 
vaunted clvH<*8.tton, our material pros- 
perity, 'our diffusion, our greatly in- 
creased culture, we are still in some 
respects "barbarous America." 


It is due largely to these 
condition* thi*t we have in no city dealt 
effectively with our alley problem. The 
alley is both a blessing and a, curse. 
As a mefipf? of letting light and air in- 
to the interior of city blocks, it is a 
gain, but generally it Js an evil.
